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Tbe Loss o f the Steam er Tern Crnz a 
C ertain tr> 
N ew Y ork, September 4th.—The loes of 
the steamship City of Vera Cruz is confirmed 
by the report of seven survivors who were 
w ashed ashore near St. Augustine. The ves­ 
sel became unmanageable, and the captain 
and many of the crew were washed over­ 
board, and then at 5:30 o’clock on Sunday 
morning the vessel suddenly went down. 
Life-boats aud rafts had been rendered use­ 
less by the storm, and the men saved floated 
ashore on whatever they could grasp. There 
were 79 persons on board, including the crew. 
Thus far only thirteen of seventy people who 
left port on board are accounted for, and the 
details of the terrible hurricane in which the 
City of Vera Cruz weDt down leave but small 
hopes of any more being heard from. The 
steamship company to which the lost Vera 
Cruz belonged telegraphed to St. Augustine 
this evening, ordering their agent to forward 
the survivors to New York without delay. 
The friends of the late General Torbert have 
been telegraphed to make arrangements for 
bringing his remains to Melford, Del., for 
interment. 
The Tribune has from a seaman named 
Talbot the following story of the wreck of the 
steamer City of Vera Cruz : “ About thirty 
miles off shore we began to ship heavy seas, 
and water was found in the hold. As £ ist as 
we could clear her, she filled by another sea. 
Everything was in panic. The life boats 
were cut loose, ready for action, and all hands 
were supplied with life-prcserverB. At day­ 
light on Sunday the boats were lowered and 
manned. They no sooner got their cargo than 
they were overturned and smashed to atoms 
against the steamer, all hands being Bwept 
away or their lives dashed out against the 
vessel’s side. Boat after boat was dashed to 
pieces in the same manner, until few of the 
passengers would venture to leave the 
steamer. The Captain and officers lost their 
lives in one of the boats. 
Everything 
was in a perfect bedlam. People were 
screaming 
and 
shrieking 
for 
help 
on 
all 
sides. 
The 
steamer 
was 
broken in two, and after a few surges she 
foundered and went down, carrying with her 
all who were on board. When I arose to the 
surface I could see now and then pieces of 
drift stuff, and sometimes one or two men. 
The women made no effort to save them­ 
selves and were drowned in my sight. A 
mother aud her daughter were clasped in each 
other’s arms during the gale, and came ashore 
that way drowned. From that time till 4 in 
the afternoon I could see occasionally one or 
two men as they rose upon the crest of the 
waves. It was useless to try to hold to any­ 
thing. A sea would tear it from your grasp 
and drive you to aud fro fathoms under the 
surface, and when coming up you would have 
to grasp something else. I was compelled to 
dive or dodge away from pieces of drift stuff, 
which would have killed me if I were hit by 
them. After 4 o’clock I saw no one. The last 
time I saw General Torbert alive he was aTt 
with Mr. Uwen, who was saved with us. I 
saw General Torbert again, dead, at Port 
Urange, w here he came ashore insensible. A 
boy found him and dragged him up as far as he 
could and ran for assistance. When they got 
back he was dead. The bruises on his head 
indicate that he was struck by drift stuff and 
stunned. One of our number swam from the 
wreck without the aid of a life preserver. He 
was entirely nude and came ashore first. We 
are more or less bruised from the striking and 
butfetiDg of seas and driftwood.” The body 
of a young man has come ashore at Matan­ 
zas. It had only a shirt and drawers. A 
few miles further south the body of an old 
gentleman who appears to have been about 
58 or <10 years old, was washed ashore, 
together with those of an elderly lady and 
young girl and child. It will gratify the 
friends of the drowned passengers and crew 
to know that letters have been found and 
will be retained until further inquiry is made 
respecting them. Many trunks have come 
ashore and have been rifled. It is deemed 
unfortunate that there is no life saving 
station on this coast to protect wrecked 
property and prevent it from being 
lost or stolen. 
No portion of the 
wreck has come ashore except a sofa, covered 
with red plush, and some pieces of furniture. 
The saved passengers, as far as can be learned, 
are : A. K. Owen of Chester, Pennsylvania, 
a civil engineer employed by the authorities 
of Mexico; J. A. Garcia, a Cuban of Ha­ 
vana, 27 years of age ; two passengers, whose 
names could not be learned, who were to ar­ 
rive at »St. Augustine to-day. Besides these 
passengers there was a young lady, an old 
lady aud three men. whose names could not 
be learned. The officers and crew saved as 
far as known are: Charles Brandenburg, 
(Quartermaster, aged 35; Thomas Drurgald, 
Fourth Assistant Engineer, aged 28, who re­ 
sides in New York city; John Greenfield, 
boatswain ; James II. Kelly, seamen of New 
York, aged 23; Charles Smith, Second As­ 
sistant Engineer, of Baltimore, aged about 
40. Three sailors rescued give their names 
as Mason, Talbot and Seaman. It is believed 
that the latter is one of the seamen who at 
first refused to give his name. 
I.cncral llarflclil Is iallci! I'poii by In­ 
diana Commercial .lien. 
M entor (O.), September 4th.—At half­ 
past 12 o’clock to-day, a party of commercial 
travelers from Indiana with their wives, num­ 
bering in all 95 persons, came on special cars 
to Mentor, and called at General Garfield’s 
house to pay their respects. It was a very 
intelligent company, representing every lead­ 
ing branch of commercial business. They 
assembled on the lawn in front of the house, 
when the General appeared at the door, and 
G. C. Webster was introduced, and delivered, 
in behalf of his associates, the following ad­ 
dress : " General Garfield—I have been dele­ 
gated by these friends, who have journeyed 
so far to see you, to say a word in explana­ 
tion of our presence here. Let me express a 
hope that you will not consider us trespassers. 
We do not come here as followers of any par­ 
ticular political party, nor do we come to 
testify to your services to the country we 
call our owu, as that would be both presump- 
tious and needless, for we believe that not 
only the living nation, Amt nations yet un­ 
known, will testify to these things ; but we 
come as commercial men, representing many 
business interests in the State of Indiana. 
Many of us are young men, having but barely 
begun the great battle of life, and we are 
hero to-day to pay our respects to you as one 
who by his own efforts has raised himseK 
from a poor and lowly boy to a position the 
proudest in the land, and one in the history 
of whose life we recognize many grand les­ 
sons for ourselves and a constant source of 
encouragement to thousands of young men 
in the land who, beset by adverse circum­ 
stances, are struggling against those circum­ 
stances up out of the depths of poverty 
toward a better manhood. As Americans, 
we believe and know that men are born who 
take tbeir desticy in the hollow of their own 
hands, aud, with God’s aid, pursue the right 
and shape their destiny to great ends ; and as 
such a one we greet you to-day. And now, 
with your permission, I will introduce the 
commercial travelers of Indianapolis, and 
tbeir wives and their sweethearts.” 
General Garfield responded as follows: 
“ Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen:— 
I can hardly say that yon have taken me by 
surprise, for I was informed some days ago 
that a party of Commercial gentlemen from 
Indiana would call upon me to-day. But I 
am very pleasantly surprised at the large 
number of ladies and gentlemen who have 
honored me by this visit. We have listened 
with deep interest to the address of your 
Chairman, and I give you, one and all, my 
thanks for the compliment which this visit 
implies. Your Chairman informs me that 
you represent nearly all the leading branches 
of commercial industry in the State of In­ 
diana, and some of tbe neighboring States. 
Few of our people understand how vast are 
the enterprises represented by our interna? 
trade, to which almost every form of human 
labor contributes.” He recalled how, eighty- 


four years ago, Ohio and Indiana were sur­ 
veyed, what a howling wilderness they were, 
and yet now they were made into great and 
prosperous States by means of labor. He 
congratulated them on the return of specie 
payments, the basis of sure prosperity. 
The Theories About the .leannetle. 
N ew Y ork, September 4th.—The Tribune 
prints an interview with Dr. Isaac M. Hayes 
iu relation to the reported loss of the Jeivti- 
nettee, as follows : “ 1 have not the slightest 
belief in it. l'e Long’s business was to enter 
the ice and take the consequences. He could 
not possibly be liberated from it until Octo­ 
ber, and there is no possible way of hearing 
from him while he is surrounded by ice. 
Even if wrecked, no one could carry word of 
it until the ice is broken up. I imagine that 
De Long is now in latitude 7-F or 75°, near 
Wrangel Land. This is on the east, and 
bears a similar relation to Grinnell Land, on 
the west side of Smith's Sound, on Davis' 
Strait side. It begins at latitude 71°. I un­ 
derstand that De Long’s intended course was 
to find Wrangel Land first, and then to follow 
its course northward. It was his opinion, I 
think, as it is my own, that, in the event of 
reaching the northern end of that land, he 
would find open and navigable waters. But 
whether or not the Jeannette has reached 
these waters, I believe that she has already 
gone far beyond the ordinary limits of the 
whaleship cruises. There is no doubt that 
she is where she Ls absolutely cut off from 
communication from tbe world. If she had 
been shipwrecked before reaching Wrangel 
Land, the crew would have reached the Si­ 
berian coast in boats before this.” Commo­ 
dore Cooper, of the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
also expresses his disbelief iu the report that 
the Jeannette has been lost. 
A I'upllalUtlc Uumnr. 
N ew Y ork, September 4th.—Monday’s 
Bulletin will announce the completion of 
plans for the organization of a company of 
capitalists with §100,000,000 in Government 
bonds, for which they will take the company’s 
stock at par, depositing bonds iu the United 
States Treasury and issue certificates against 
deposit mortgages. These certificates are so 
guaranteed in points of interest and principal 
as to find immense sale. They will be issued 
in three classes—agricultural, mining and 
manufacturing—and will enable any deserv­ 
ing farmer, miner or manufacturer, to get 
currency to an amount equal to one-third of 
his property for a period of years for about 
six per cent, interest. The company also pro­ 
pose issuing certificates of deposit for bullion 
for international use at less than regular ex­ 
change. The Bulletin says that the company 
is of foreign origin. 
Troubles of (lie New York Democracy. 
N ew Y ork, September 4th.—The Times, 
oa the Democratic fusion here, says: In 
nearly all the ¿Assembly Districts there is yet, 
without doubt, a hostile feeling among Dem­ 
ocrats, notwithstanding the Westminster 
Hotel Lottery, and it is believed there will lie 
many independent candidates in the field. 
The Tammany people in the First and Second 
Districts declare that they will not submit to 
the result of the lottery, but will run their 
onn candidates. The prospect for peace and 
harmony, notwithstanding the smiles of John 
Kelly and Hubert O. Thompson, is begin­ 
ning to fade rapidly. The /Itraid's predic­ 
tions of Democratic success in the State as 
the result of tbe fusion are too sanguine. It 
is too confidently assumed that when the 
party is united New York is necessarily a 
Democratic State. ¿At the last election all the 
Democratic State candidates on whom there 
was no division of the party were defeated 
with one exception. While the recent Dem­ 
ocratic reconciliation improves Democratic 
prosjiects, it does not take New York out of 
the list of doubtful States. 
Tbe Grain Now York ftlilpped. 
N ew Y ork, September 4th.—Thirteen mill­ 
ion three hundred thousaud bushels of grain 
were shipped hence to Europe during the last 
month in ilfi steamers, 14 ships, 144 barks 
and 11 brigs.

FOREIGN NEWS. 
General Roberts Wliip* Ayoob Kbau. 
L ondon, September 4th.—General Roberts 
telegraphs at (5 o’clock on the evening of the 
1st instant as follows : “ ¿Ayoob Khan’s army 
has been defeated and dispersed, it is hoped 
with but slight loss on our side. One British 
regiment had three officers killed and 6ix 
wounded and eighteen men killed and fifty- 
seven wounded. The loss of the native 
troops on our side is not known, but it is be­ 
lieved it will not be excessive. 
¿Ayoob 
Khan's camp was captured. The body of 
Lieutenant McLaine was found in the camp, 
and appearances indicate that he had been re­ 
cently murdered.” A dispatch from Canda- 
liar on tho 21st. ultimo mentioned that Lieu­ 
tenant McLaine. missing since the battle of 
Kusuk-i-Nakhud, was a prisoner in Ayoob’s 
hands and was well treated. 
N ew Y o rk , September 4 th.—¿A dispatch 
from London supplementing the above, says : 
Ayoob’s camp was captured, aud the two 
lost guns of the Royal Horse Artillery, taken 
by ¿Ayoob at the defeat of General Burrows, 
were recovered, and several wheeled guns of 
various caliber captured. General Roberts 
adds: "The attack upon their camp was 
evidently a surprise to the Afghans, who ap­ 
parently did not dream of being assaulted and 
defeated so easily in their stronghold. 
Lieutenant McLaine had manifestly been 
retained as a prisoner until Ayoob rea’ized 
the certainty of Lis defeat, w hen he foully 
murdered him. The Afghan force were dis­ 
integrated, and fled in different directions, 
although ¿Ayoob and the main body are sup­ 
posed to have fled toward Herat. Among 
the casualties on Wednesday were : Killed, 
Captain Stratten, Lieutenant-Colonel Brown- 
l*w, Captain Frowe and eighteen men. 
Among the wounded are Captain Murphy, 
Lieutenant Monroe, Lieutenant Menzies, 
Donald Stewart, Lieutenant-Colonel Battye, 
Major States and fifty seven men.” 
London, September 4th.—A dispatch from 
Kurtvacaee Sinde says : ¿A report of General 
Roberts' victory over Ayoob Khan has been 
received here. He says that he captured 
10,000 men. The statement is regarded as 
impossible. 
The Attempt to Hnlse the Czar. 
London, September 4th.—A well-informed 
St. Petersburg correspondent writes: A 
mine was discovered in the government of 
Ekatorinoslav, on Friday last, previous to 
the Emperor’s journey from Tsarskoeti, Li- 
vadia ; and another, in the government of 
Tuecrida, 110 versts further on, on the rail­ 
road to Simpheropol, was found only the day 
before the Emperor started. TTie mine con­ 
tained eighteen jouuds of dynamite, packed 
in two cases. There was a wire connected 
with the mine, but no battery attached. 
General Lavir Melikoff had been exercising 
the greatest vigilance, in view of the Em­ 
peror’s intended journey. Details about the 
mine in Tuecrida are from a competent 
source. 
A Big Blow Ip . 
L ondon, September 4th.—The Russian 
papers contain the account of an explosion 
of a thousaud ton floating tank of kerosene 
on its way from Baku, at Tsaritzin. on the 
Volga. It is believed that thirty persons 
perished. A workman entered the reservoir 
with a naked light. 
Fall o f a Bridge In Spain. 
New Y ork, September 4th.—The IfcmlTs 
Madrid correspondent telegraphs the particu­ 
lars of a frightful catastrophe at Logroño, a 
beautiful town built on the right bank of the 
Ebro, where the river is deep, and opposite ?. 
bank picturesque with vineyards and moun­ 
tains, with Navarre risiog in the distance. ¿A 
regiment of the line was crossing on a pon­ 
toon bridge, the band playing gayly, when 
the bridge gave way, carrying into' the river 


more than 100 men and officers. The scene 
that followed was of indescribable horror. 
The panic-stricken sohiien on shore were un­ 
able to assist their drowning comrades, who 
were clinging to the debris of the bridge. The 
result wis that most of them sank to ri-e no 
more, all being in marching attire, and armed 
with Remington rifles and supply of cart­ 
ridges. The inhabitants of Logroño crowded 
in thousands to the banks of the river, many 
of them having relatives among the victims, 
and were frantic with grief. The authorities 
procured boats and bad the river dragged 
with rets and hooks. The search was pro­ 
longed by the aid of torches until late iu tlia 
night. The bodies of five offi -ers and 70 men 
have been recovered. Latest advices give the 
number lost at 90. 
A KcioIuUonary Norlrljr. 
C o n sta n tin o ple, September 4th. — The 
¿Actirg British Consul at l’hilippopolis has 
drawn the attention of Aleko t'asha, Gov­ 
ernor-General of Roumelia, to the States of 
Bulgaria Society, which are of a revolution­ 
ary character, and under the pretexts of char» 
¡table objects and promoting education, con­ 
template dispatching revolutionary agents 
with arms and ammunition into Macedonia. 
Aleko I’asha, replying, denies the revolu­ 
tionary character of the Society. 
Tlic FrontIrr of Montenegro. 
Consta.ntisopi.is,September 4th.—The line 
of the Montenegrin frontier proposed by Tur- 
kev starts from the Gulf of CastraU, leaves 
Malakash to Turkey, thence bends westward, 
and after passing betwi en Dikoschi and Pod- 
goritza, leaves Katchijajua to Montenegro. 
The Porte’s reply concerning the Montene­ 
grin question states that while surrendering 
llulcigno it desires to avoid all cause of for­ 
eign intervention. Consequently, if the Pow­ 
ers thought proper to adopt measures tending 
to assist Montenegro to occupy Dnlcigno by 
force, the Porle would decline to co-operata 
in these measures. 
London, September 4th.—A correspondent 
at Constantinople says that the Porte, al­ 
though ready to cede Dulcigno, proposes to 
retain Matakash and Ninosch.

Lord Granville, Foreign Secretary, said that 
Forster ha 1 informed him that he was 
only expressing his own opinion and diu not 
ussimie to expíese the opinion of the Govern­ 
ment or intend to convert them to any course 
of action.

N ew Y ork, September 4th.—The cable, 
brought information yesterday of the signing 
of a preliminary treaty of peace between 
Chile and Peru, stipulating the principal ar­ 
ticles of the treaty. The receipt of this news 
naturally caused a flutter of excitement aud 
expectancy among the firms engaged in tho 
South American trade. A Herald reporter 
called on Tracy, the Peruvian Charge 
d’Affaires, to-day, and asked him if there was 
any truth in the report. Tracy stated that 
he did not believe that there was the least, as 
he knew that his Government was making 
active and extensive preparations for a con­ 
tinuation of the struggle, and it was not likoly 
that they would consent to sign a treaty 
under such conditions as were mentioned in 
the dispatch.

C m of M exico (via Havana), August 
24th.—The first preliminary session of the 
Tenth Congress was dissolved immediately 
upon opening on August 20th, after fixing 
the 24th for the next preliminary session. 
The reason of dissolution was the preponder­ 
ating numlier of members present with extra, 
official credentials. 
Some newspairers have recently created a 
sensation by announcing that a conspiracy 
existed between General 'Trevino and the 
¿American General Ord, to establish a Re­ 
public of Sierra Madra, componed of the 
States of Nuevo, Leon, Durango, Chihuahua, 
San Luis Potosí and Tamaulipas, and after­ 
ward for the annexation of the new Republic 
to the United States.

Yellow Jack in Cuba. 
Havana, September 4th.—Yellow fever 
has assumed an epidemic character in the 
village of San Diego del Valle, Jcrisdicti: IE 
Sagua, attacking even Creoles, and causing 
the death of forty persons w ithin a few days. 
¿A sick soldier from Sagua passing through 
the village imparted the fever. There were 
twenty-eight deaths from yellow fever and 
one from amall-pox in Havana for the week 
ending on Friday last.

The Canadian Indians are dying off from 
sniall-pox. Reports from Upper Galeneau 
say that the Tetu Brule* have been hovering 
about the wilderness ever since they left the 
village the past week, traveling in small par­ 
ties. Gne by one they fall a victim to the 
terrible disease, and' are immediately aban­ 
doned by the rest 6f the party and are left to 
die of starvation if not of the disease. The 
trails of these parties can easily be followed 
by the dead bodies lying exposed at short 
distances along the line.

GENERAL ROBERTS’ VICTORY. 


It is somewhat singular that such vagué 
accounts have th*s far been received con­ 
cerning the reported annihilation of Ayoob 
Khan's army by General Uobcrt3. It is 
still more singular that in his first dis­ 
patches General Roberts speaks as though 
he was then but partially acquainted with 
the results of the action. That Ayoob 
Khan was surprised, and that he suffered a 
severe defeat, seen.s certain, but that 10,­ 
000 of h¡3 troops should have been cap­ 
tured, as now announced, appears scarcely 
credible. It. is sufficiently wonderful that 
ho should have allowed himself to betaken 
by surprise, seeing that he was well aware 
of the advance of General Roberts. A 
gent ral review of his conduct since bis de­ 
feat of General Burrows, however, justillos 
tho suspicion that he had not the capacity 
to profit by tho great advantage he 
then gained. A bold and active com­ 
mander, backed by ail army (lushed with 
such a victory, might have interfered very 
seriously with the plans of General Rob­ 
erts ; might, in fact, have so maneuvered 
as to prevent the junction of the latter 
with General Phayrc’s forces, and even 
have defeated one or the other in detail. 
But Ayoob Khan seems to have been so 
surprised at bis own success that he could 
do nothing subsequently, and his recent 
overthrow appears to argue an actual inca­ 
pacity on his part, either to retreat or to 
take ordinary precautions for his defense. 


GARFIELD AND THE BUSINESS MEN. 
A large and widely representative depu­ 
tation of business men called on General 
Garfield the other day to express their 
confidence in him, and to indicate the view 
taken of his nomination by those who are 
most closely connected with the material 
interests of the country. Plus incident is 
significant, for it tends to show the drift 
of opinion among the most practical and 
sober-minded classes. Business men see 
that there has never been less reason for 
that “ change” which the Democrats affect 
to think necessary ; that the change pro­ 
posed is, moreover, from good to bad, and 
that a Democratic victory would unsettle 
and endanger commerce and finance by 
causing apprehensions of Southern raids 
upon the treasury, and by encouraging all 
those meddlers with currency theories who 
naturally look to tho Democracy for aid 
and comfort. These business men are well 
aware that though this year the Demo­ 
cratic party pretends to be in favor of 
“ honest money,” its traditions long since 
committed it the other way. They do not 
forget that it was the cradle of all the ma­ 
lignant assaults upcn the public credit 
which have been made during the past 
twenty years. They remember that it de­ 
manded the payment of the national debt 
in greenbacks at a time when they were at 
a heavy discount, and that subsequently it 
called for the repeal of the resumption act, 
and did everything in its power to retard 
and prevent a return to specie payments. 
They realize that it is controlled by the 
Southern politicians, who care nothing 
for the maintenance of the national pros­ 
perity, who only desire to reimburse 
their section from the Treasury for the 
losses its treason entailed upon it. They 
perceive clearly that the advent of such a 
party to power would disturb and check 
the existing healthful condition of trade 
and industry; that all manner of schemes 
of inflation and currency depreciation 
would coine to the front; that the whole 
country would suffer from the indorsement 
of Mexican political methods at the South ; 
that the national credit would be impaired 
byr the confession that the most dangerous 
political elements had the upper hand in 
the control of the Government. They are 
also fully aware that General Garfield can 
be trusted to perpetuate the wise and 
beneficent administration which Presi­ 
dent Hayes 
has established.

recognize the fact that the present 
administration is pure and free from scan­ 
dals, and that it is in many important par­ 
ticulars one of the best the country has 
ever enjoyed. They can see no reason 
whatever for desiring a change, in fact, and 
least of all the kind of changa the Demo­ 
crats are alone capable of inaugurating. 
Changes, they say, are generally for the 
worse, and in this case there can be no 
doubt that the alternative presented by the 
Democrats is undesirable. Whether these 
business men have strong opinions on po­ 
litical qrestions or not, they know their 
own interests, and they make no mistake 
as to the tendencies of a Democratic vic­ 
tory.

He has opposed ail inflation schemes 
steadfastly. He has shown Congress the 
necessity of maintaining the public credit. 
1Ü3 record on all these points ¡3 so good 
that he may be trusted as few other mem­ 
bers of Congress can be, to stand between 
the country and attacks upon the currency 
and tho integrity of the national honor, 
at all times and under all circumstances. 
It is a very great advantage to have so 
able and well-mformed a financier in the 
Executive office. It has been said that 
when it became the duty of General Grant 
to decide what he should do with 
the bill repealing the Resumption Act, 
he at first made up his mind to 
sign it, and only wrote his veto message as 
an afterthought. 
No such hesitation 
could ever embarrass General Garfield, for 
he is too familiar with soud(1 linaucial prin­ 
ciples to make any mistake in such a case. 
As for Hancock, iie knows absolutely noth­ 
ing about finance or currency, and there­ 
fore he would be at the mercy of his ad­ 
visers, and as they would inevitably he 
Southern men it is clear that his conclu­ 
sions could never be trusted. In short 
every practical business consideration 
points to the superiority of the Republican 
candidate, aud business men will not be 
slow to realize this, and to make up their 
minds accordingly. They will mako no 
sacrifice for the sake of sueh vague and 
flimsy ideas as the Democrats put forth. 
They know the force of the inaxim “ Let 
“ well enough alone,’ and they will Dot be in­ 
duced to risk the tremendous dangers 
which are involved in a Democratic success.

in reaching the land. It would seem that 
when such á vessel succumbs to the fury 
of a storm, it must be hopeless to expect 
that ships capable of riding out any 
weather will ever be built. The circum­ 
stance that Ies3 powerful vessels did ac­ 
tually survive the same storm is only 
on the surface opposed to this theory, for 
the presumption is that none of them 
really experienced the severe stress of 
weather that fell to the lot of the City of 
Vera Cruz. It is a fact familiar to seamen 
that gales often blow w ith very unequal 
force even at distances of a few miles only. 
It is possible that the City of Vera Cruz 
was caught in the vortex of the cyclone, 
though to assume this is iu a measure to 
impeach the seamanship of her commander, 
since it is the special business of every 
master to keep his ship out of that most 
dangerous position, aud since the law of 
storms is so well ascertained s.3 to render 
escape certain if the vessel is capable 
of being handled when the storm 
first breaks. 
It is, indeed, possible 
that the necessity of hugging the land in 
the course steered by the steamer ham­ 
pered her movements when the critical 
moment arrived, but as all the seamen ap­ 
pear to have been lost it is hardly to be 
expected that this point will ever be clear­ 
ed up. It is at least some satisfaction to 
know that this vessel was not lost through 
any parsiirony on the part of her owners, 
but that everything possible had been done 
for the safety of her crew and passengers. 
There is, however, one fact-of importance 
illustrated by this tragedy, and it is the 
uselessness of nearly all life-saving inven­ 
tions in the most critical periods. The 
truth is that the inventors of these things 
are very seldom seamen, and they do not 
realize that life-saving apparatus, to be of 
any use, must be capable of application 
when the height of the sea renders all 
deliberate or concerted action impossible ; 
when tlie putting together or the inflation 
of a raft would be utterly impracticable ; 
even the buckling ou of a life belt 
may be beyond the capacity of the endan­ 
gered persons. All life-saving apparatus 
should be light, simple, and easily ad­ 
justed. If not it is of no value, as this 
case among hundreds of others demon­ 
strates. 
THE SAFETY OF THE JEANNETTE. 
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It is satisfactory to know that the veteran 
Arctic explorer, Dr. Hayes, entertains no 
apprehension concerning the safety of the 
Jeannette, and that he refuBes to accept the 
current reports about the probability of 
her loss. He says that Captain Bong went 
north fully prepared to encounter tho 
heaviest ice; that the Jeannette was 
specially arranged for such a campaign, and 
that she is probably one of the strongest 
vessels afloat. He points out that the 
present dearth of news regarding her is 
only what was to have been expected, since 
if she succeeded in forcing her way through 
the ice to Wraugel’s Land her subsequent 
course would take her entirely beyond the 
reach of communication with the world. 
He does not believe that there is any reason 
for doubting tho success of her mission. 
Should she have accomplished what she 
went for it would be impossible to receive 
any tidings of her until next spring, and 
even should she not be heard from then it 
would justify no alarm as to her safety, 
since Captain Long might have determined 
to try the results of another year’s work, 
supposing him bailied in his first at­ 
tempt. The reports as to the danger of the 
Jeannette no doubt had their origin in the 
exceptionally severe character of the last 
Arctic winter, all the whalers agreeing 
that the ice in that region lias never been 
seen so thick before. As the Jeannette was 
specially strengthened with a view to forc­ 
ing her through the ice-fields, hov.-ever, it 
is evident that no comparison drawn 
from the experience of whaling ships can 
give a trustwoitliy clue to her condition.

THE NAVAL DEMONSTRATION. 
The European naval demonstration 
against Turkey appears to be at last 
really determined upon, and part of the 
combined fleets have already sailed for the 
rendezvous at Ragusa. The attempts of 
Mr. Gladstone’s Government to explain to 
the House of Commons precisely’ what is 
expected from this demonstration, have 
not been particularly lucid or successful. 
Apparently the fleet is to confine itself to 
dumb show, unless dumb show should 
prove ineffective. But in this event it is 
very doubtful what steps are to be taken, 
and it is left to conjecture whether in the 
last resort actual violence will be employed. 
In fact it looks as though the Powers were 
about to put themselves deliberately in a 
position to be forced into using coercion, 
and perhaps this really is what they desire. 


THE NIHILIST SESSION OPENS. 
The Nihilists, who appear to have been 
summering during the past three or four 
months, have evidently returned to their 
business, and have announced the reopen­ 
ing of their session by a fresh attempt 
upon the Czar’s life. They did not trouble 
themsedves to invent any new plan, but 
simply repeated tho already tested scheme 
of tunneling under tho railroad, with a 
view to blowing up the Imperial carriage 
in passing. As tho tunnel was begun from 
the cellar of a house near the railroad, the 
police must have been more alert than 
usual to discover the plot in time. Hence­ 
forth, however, the old misery’ of the 
Czar’s life will recommence, and his belief 
in the repressive measures undertaken by 
Loris Melikoff will probably be weakened 
seriously. 


Tire First Artillery Regim ent lioci Into 
Camp at Alameda. 
Camp Backus, Alameda (Encina!), Sep­ 
tember 5th.—“ The army” was very much 
pleased with its Bend-otf at Sacramento yes­ 
terday. The beet of feeling prevailed among 
the troops after the boat was under way, and 
all went merry as a marriage-bell. At several 
of the landings along the route generous 
donations of melons were made to the sons 
of Mar9, andnot to find the uniformed warrior 
with a canteloupe, or at least a half of one in 
his hand, was the exception, not the rule. A 
misunderstanding in regard to the wives of 
soldiers going free, caused some slight dis­ 
satisfaction among up-country troops when 
the tickets were collected, and it was found 
that all not in uniform would have to pay 
fare, but it did not go further than a little 
good-natured grumbling, and the ill-feeling 
soon disappeared. Several of the boys suc­ 
cumbed to the heat, but nothing serious re­ 
sulted, and the cool evening breeze soon made 
them ail right. The time was Hpent very 
pleasantly with music and singing until 
“ taps” were sounded at 10 o’clock, 
when many of the tired passengers 
sought the embrace of nature's sweet 
restorer. 
The number of staterooms 
was inadequate to the demand, and blankets 
were called into requisition, which were 
spread upon the floor of the cabins and decks, 
and formed at least a place to rest upon if not 
to sleep. The Cadets monopolized the floor 
of the ladies’ cabin with their blankets, but 
few of them were alia to obtain much sleep, 
they were so full of their pranks. Such ex­ 
pressions as “ quit that,” “ take your feet 
out of my face,” “ who wag that?” “ move 
over,” “ stop crowding,” etc., resounded ail 
night long, and the boys looked in the morn­ 
ing as if their night’s rest had not benefited 
them much. Tbe steamer Apache, which, 
by the way’, is an excellent boat, and splen­ 
didly officered, arrived at Market street 
wharf at 3:30 A. M., and the devices 
of the now chilled Sacramentaos to get past 
the guards in 
order to procure a 
cup of hot coffee were numerous and 
amusing. Some of them succeeded, but the 
majority had to “ grin and bear it.” About 
7 o’clock the regiment took passage on the 
ferry-boat Alameda for Oakland, by the 
creek route, whence they marched across the 
bridge to the camp, a distance of about two 
miles. Arriving at their destination the sol­ 
diers were drawn up in line and addressed by 
Colonel Haymond, who reminded them of 
their duties and what was expected of them, 
iu a few words informing them that to-day 
(Sunday) the discipline of the camp would not 
be strict, but that to-morrow military rules 
would prevail Breakfast was then partaken 
of, and after guard mount those not included 
in that duty dispersed to different points in 
search of recreation. 
Everything is 
iu apple-pie order, and tire prospect 
is that a week of rea! enjoyment, as 
well as instruction, will be experienced. 
Nothing has occurred since leaving the Cap­ 
ital to disturb tbe equanimity of the regi­ 
ment, except as above mentioned, and each 
and all express themselves as pleased with 
the outlook. The encampment is in a grove 
of oaks, nearly opposite the Newport Baths, 
on the line of the South Pacific Coast Rail­ 
road, and has been laid out with excellent 
judgment by Lieutenant Neary, of the Sars- 
fielu Guard, who came down ou Thursday for 
that purpose. The eating arrangements are 
all that could lie wished for, and the shaded 
tallies are sufficient and are furnished so as to 
seat tire entire regiment at one time, thus 
avoiding the annoyance of anyone waiting 
until the second or third table. 


THE LOSS OF THE VERA CRUZ. 
The loss of the steamer City ef Vera 
Cruz appears to have been one of those 
disasters which demonstrate the utter in­ 
sufficiency of man's invention, skill, science 
and courage, when opposed to the forces of 
Nature in their more violent manifests 
tions. The steamer was said to be one of j 
the strongest and staunchest afloat. She j 
was as solid as iron and timber could make , 
her. Her seaworthiness w as so fixed an 
article of faith with her owner that he re­ 
fused to believe the accounts of her loss 
until the most incontestihle evidence was 
obtained, in tho story of the few survivors 
who have reached the shore. She liad a 
very strong and trustworthy crew, and an 
excellent seaman for Captain. She was 
well found in all respects. She was fur­ 
nished with life-rafts and preservers in 
addition to her numerous life-boats. And 
yet when she was caught in the tremendous 
Cyclone which destroyed her, all these re­ 
sources proved futile. The awful sea which 
was raised by the storm overcame all her 
defenses, aud swept away all her life-saving 
apparatus. The fires in the engine-room 
were extinguished, the decks were swept 
bare, torrents of water poured down tho 
exposed hatches into the hold, all the 
boats and 
rafts were smashed to 
pieces 
and carried away, 
and at 
length, after tossing helplessly for several 
hours amid the most frightful surroundings, 
she either broke in two or foundered from 
the weight of the water in her, and of her 
seventy-nine souls thirteen only succeeded 


How S an F ran cisco W ilt, D e c o ra te .— 
This is how San Francisco will decorate on 
the occasion of I’rcsident Hayes’ visit 
there : It has been decided to decorate 
only the court of the Palace Hotel, where 
the President will lie entertained while the 
guest of the municipality—and the bridge 
connecting the Palace and the Grand 
11 otéis. U pon the bridge a central piece 
of three figures will be placed ; the central 
figure, that of Victory erect, while Mer­ 
cury and Geography recline at the foot of 
the pedestal. The whole structure will be 
splendidly decorated w ith banner, streamer 
and flag. Hanging baskets filled with 
flowers will be hung from each of the four 
pendants of the bridge, while festoons of 
evergreen and laurel will hide the wood­ 
work of the structure. Within the vast 
court) ard is a wonderful field for the dis­ 
play of decorative art. From a gigantic 
golden star eighteen feet across, hung in 
the center of the glass roof, depend six 
streamers falling in loDg sweeps to the 
balconies on either side. On each sideof tho 
court arc to be center pieces, composed of 
shields and flags, that immediately oppo­ 
site the entrance being surfnouuted by a 
large eaglo. Shields of all nations, gon­ 
falons and stars arc woven in amoDg laurel 
festoons across the faces of the balustrades.

On Saturday morning last, about half-past 
3 o’clock, a fire broke out in the wooden 
buildings a t the rear of Central H all, on the 
Bouth side of K and east of Seventh street, 
which proved to be the most destructive fire 
th at has occurred in this city for some time 
past. 
The cause of the fire, and even the 
exact locality in which it originated, ia not 
known, ai when it was first discovered con­ 
siderable headway had already been gained 
by it in the low frame structures at the back 
of the buildings facing on Seventh and K 
streets. 
The fire was first discovered by officers 
Fredericks and Thorpe, who gave the alarm 
from box 35, located at the corner cf Seventh 
and J streets. 
A general alarm was immedi­ 
ately given and the Fire D epartm ent was on 
the ground in fu'll force in a remarkably 
brief space of time, and were immediately 
located and connected with the hydrants at 
most available paints and commenced work. 
So tinder-like were the buildings where the 
fire first originated, and added to the inflama­ 
ble nature of these dry wooden structures, 
the highly ignitable qualities of a paint shop, 
th at immediately after the alarm was given 
by the w ater works whistle the flames were 
so extended and rose so high that 
the 
plaza was almost as clearly lighted as 
by day 
and as 
far 
away 
as H and 
Twelfth streets, and a similar distance in 
all 
directions 
it 
was 
lighted, 
even 
in the shadow of buildingp, like a bright 
moonlight. 
The appearance was the cause 
of much apprehension of another general fire 
fur Sacramento, and had there been any con­ 
siderable wind at the time it is difficult to 
seo how a much more disastrous fire could 
have been averted. 
Fortunately there was 
almost no wind ; what there was also fortu­ 
nately was from the south and biew the 
flames 
and 
flying cinders 
away from 
a row of 
stables 
and 
other 
wooden 
buildings 
immediately 
on 
the 
south 
of the aiiey running east and west between 
K ai d L streets. 
There was porbably not a 
place in the city where a fire breaking out 
would gain mure immediate and uncontrolla­ 
ble headway than at the point where this fire 
occurred. 
The Chief of the F ire D epart­ 
ment, Sullivan, only a few days since exam­ 
ined these premises and warned the occu­ 
pants to use the utm ost caution against acci­ 
dent by tire, as should one occur there it would 
be difficult to control it or foresee the results. 
This proved true in a very brief space of 
time. 
W hen the F ire D epartm ent arrived 
the frame buildings in rear of the tricks 
fronting on K street presented almost an un­ 
divided sheet of flames, and was so hot that 
it was with only the utmost test of endurance 
on the part of the firemen th at they got near 
enough to operate against the spread jf the 
fire to the south side of the alley and the ad­ 
joining property. 
The flames, however, soon 
ran along uadcr the wooden buildings stand­ 
ing on stilt-work and communicated with 
Central H all building, and this structnre, 
although of brick, was soon on fire on its 
roof, and which weut with great rapidity 
through all its stories and parta. 
The work 
of removing furniture aud property from the 
burning buildings by owners and ready vol­ 
unteers was carried forward with much 
alacrity, but with the confusion usual in such 
cases, and while much of it was rather 
roughly handled, moat of it was saved from 
the fire. 
The utm ost efforts were put forth to 
save the Central H all building, and in doing 
so some of the firemen came near being buried 
with portions of the roof and floors which fell 
while they were at work upon it. The efforts 
were nevertheless unavailing, and the build­ 
ing is thoroughly burned out, and the walls 
even will have to be rebuilt. 
A ll the build­ 
ings in the quarter of block were either en­ 
tirely consumed or ruined, except the brick 
building standing on the southeast corner of 
Seventh and K, which was saved from the 
tilines, but badly deluged w ith water and 
thoroughly fumigated with smoke. 
The fire 
could not be said to be 
safely under 
control 
till 
about 
5 o’clock. 
During 
the 
early 
¡'art 
of 
the 
fire 
large 
inders and even 
small 
burning brands 
were carried by the heat across the street 
upon other buildings, and the roof uf the 
Golden Eagle, tie Catholic church, and other 
adjoining buildings several times caught on 
tire, but kept from buridng by the prom pt 
action of parlies who were on the watch and 
prepared with buckets of water to meet such 
emergencies. 
The glae3 on the east side of 
the Capital Hotel were nearly all broken 
by 
the 
heat, and 
the 
paint 
was 
mostly 
lilted from 
the 
wood 
in 
blitters, and 
some 
of 
it 
peeling 
off. 
The stables to the south of the alley next to 
the fire caught tire, ami at one time seemed 
sure to go with the adjoining wooden struc­ 
tures, but it was finally extinguished, and by 
keeping two streams of w ater turned upon 
those buildings in wetting them down were 
eventually saved. 
The following is a list of 
the property burned: 
Commencing on K 
street. Central Hall, and all rooms aud apart­ 
ments on second floor entirely consumed, in­ 
cluding Republican Legion ar.-l the Bailor 
Boys’ Headquarters, but they lo3t no prop- 
ertv except a few transparencies and lanterns. 
A t the east line «f the lire limit, and under­ 
neath Central Hall, the tailoring establish­ 
ment of J . F . Leroy was used up and the 
proprietor loses 8om9 over 8100 in material. 
The ice cream saloon of Mrs. Schindler, 
next west, was damaged by tire and water, 
but not consum ed; loss about 84G0, with no 
insurance. 
Next, E. H errm ann 
$300; fully insured. 
R. Reuter’s boot and shoe establishm ent; 
damage about $100 ; not insured. 
There was about 8200 damage to the bar­ 
ber shop of T. Gouidiu, upon which there 
was no insurance. 
The New Y ork R estaurant was a t present 
unoccupied. 
W ood’s saloon, corner cf K and Seventh 
streets, was damaged somewhat from water 
and smoke. 
The wooden buildings on Seventh street, 
occupied by R. A. SeydeL, as a blacksmith 
shop, and that u*ed by J . R. Rowan as a 
paint shop, and Bannon & Rooney, as a car­ 
riage biiop, were entireiy destroyed. 
Jam es Stafford had a fine carriage burned 
in the carriage shop, and also L. Spurgeon a 
hack. A buggy, belonging to E. M. Skaggs, aud 
farm wagon to estate of Mr. Fitch, were also 
burned. 
.1. P. Rowan lot-t about $600 in 
stock, with no insurance. 
Facing the alley, 
I he door and sash factory of C. Schindler, and 
stable of J . Cousins, were entirely swept out 
of existence, amounting to about 82,500; 
covered by insurance. 
The property on 
Seventh street was owned by Mrs. Ellen M. 
Wilson, who also owned the west half of Cen­ 
tral Hall property, and the east half is owned 
by Mr. Schindler. 
C. Schindler had $1,500 
on the Central llallin the .Etna, and$1,500 in 
the Imperial, Northern and Queen Company, 
of u :.iva Swcetscr & Alsipare agents. 
Mis. Wilson has $2,000 in the American 
Central if St. Lo'ús, W. C. Felch, agent; 
82,000 each in the 1’menix of Hartford, South 
I’riiish National and State Investment Com­ 
pany, of which 1’. L. Hickman is agent.

TEE 
REGIMENT 
OFF. 


The first A rtillery Regiment, Colonel Hay- 
mond, left for Camp Backus, Alameda, Sat­ 
urday at 2:40 p. m. 
Dispatches elsewhere give 
an account of the arrival and of the pleasant 
trip of the command down the river. 
The 
Camptonville company came down on the 
Oregon express from M arysville at 11:10 A. M. 
aud was received a t the depot by company 
detachments of local command*, as was the 
Nevada City company, at ail earlier hour, it 
coming by the regular overland express. Both 
companies stacked arms in the Pavilion. The 
regiment was all in line at 1:15 P. M., and 
moved to the K -street landing, marching on 
board the steam er Apache. The line of march 
was from Sixth and -M up Sixth street to J, 
down J to Third, out Third to K , and thence 
to the landing. 
The regimental line was 
formed in this order : Colonel Huymond and 
staff. F irst A rtillery Band ; 17 men. Nevada 
Light G uard B aud; 13 men. 
Company E, 
Camptonville, Captain Brownj 43 meu. Com­ 
pany A ,Sacramento, Captain Kearney; 45 men. 
Company G, Sacramento, Captain Sheehan ; 
53 men. 
Company C, Nevada City, Captain 
Rapp ; 48 meu. 
Governor’s Guard (Cadets), 
Sacramento, Captain M cE .van; 48 cadets. 
Company B, (Artillery), Sacramento, Cap­ 
tain A tw ood; 48 men. 
Company D, Placer- 
ville. Captain Dean (50 men), was m et at the 
landing, having just disembarked from the 
Sacramento V alley train. 
In all the regi­ 
m ent numbered, exclusive of regimental offi­ 
cers and including its bauds, 3C5 men. 
The A rtillery Band appeared to especial 
advantage during the parade. 
Its instru 
ments, newly nickel-plated, and therefore of 
uniform color, was a noticeable improvement 
in the appearance of the baud, the perform ­ 
ance of wuich now ranks among the number 
ones of m ilitary hands. 
A great crowd of 
people assembled to see “ our army ” off, 
and gave it hearty cheers as 
it sailed 
out upon the stormy bosom of the trou­ 
blous 
Sacramento. 
If Sacramento, 
Ne­ 
vada, Y uba and E l Dorado are not proud 
of their citizen soldiery they ought to be, 
for by appearance at least they made an im­ 
pression that was exceedingly flattering to 
them. 
They are a fine body of citizens, and 
some of the companies in the line of sharp- 
shooting " ta k e the cake,” and one is the 
champion of the State for high scores. 
Coming down to M arysville the Y uba 
L ight Guard m et w ith an accident. 
One of 
the coaches contained 
eleven men. 
Two 
miles this side of Camptonville the driver 
tipped th at coach over a forty-foot grade, and 
the whoie lot, horses, men, coach aud bag­ 
gage, went twice over before they found bot­ 
tom among the rocks below. I t seems almust 
miraculous th at no one was hurt. 
The Nevada Compai y also met with an 
accident on the narrow-gauge railroad be­ 
tween Colfax and Grass Valley. 
Due of the 
cais collided with a flume and tore off part 
of the upper works and sent the splinters 
flying, but no one was hurt, fortunately. The 
City Guard is entitled to all due credit for 
breakfasting the Camptonville and Nevada 
companies on their arrival here. 
The regi­ 
m ent will arrive here next Sunday about 9 
A. M., and will be received by the Sacramento 
Hussars (mounted) 
and 
the 
Sacramento 
Zouaves. 
The people will then for the first 
time have an opportunity of eeeing the regi- 
meut in full force, and all the companies in 
line. 
By the way, it may not be generally 
known th at this is the only artillery regiment 
in the U nited States outside of the regular 
army, and it enjoys an enviable distinction 
on th at account. 
I t is aLo the only regiment 
in California having a company uf cadets 
enlisted under the new State law. 
I t is also 
the only regiment in California, save one, 
which has a band regularly enrolled.

S o u n d R e a so n s 
fo r C lo sin g E a r l y .— 
The closing of our stores at 7 o’clock P. v . 
has given rise to some speculation as to 
our motive for so doing. 
Believing that the 
public are entitled to an explanation, and also 
believing th at by this publication we may give 
our thoughts and experiences to othera-»to 
whom they may be of benefit—we shall pro­ 
ceed. 
Belore doing bo, however, we wish to 
refute the erroneous opinions and speculations 
of interested and disinterested persons, as it 
will enable us to make ourselves more clearly 
understood. 
In the first place, economy in 
ga3 bills has been put forth as a motive. 
We 
shall have no difficulty in proving this sup­ 
position to be without foundation. 
For argu­ 
m ent’s sake, let us say that our ga3 bill amounts 
to $250 per month, which sum is nearly double 
the real cost. 
If we were to keep open until 
say 8 o’clock P. M., we should burn gas on an 
average three hours per night. 
M ultiplying 
thiB amount by twenty-six (the num ber of 
business days in a month), ^nd we find th at 
we would in the course of a month burn gas 
for seventy-eight hours. 
By dividing $250 
by 78, we ascertain th at the 
cost is a 
fraction over $3 20 per h o u r; but, as wo 
stated before, this is nearly double the real 
average cost. 
To show clearly th at there is 
no truth in the assertion th at we dose our 
stores because we would save on gas bill, we 
shall continue: Divide the $3 20 between 
the five stores, and the result is 64 cents to 
each store per hour. 
Therefore, it is not 
more than the cost of lighting any other first- 
class retail store in the city. 
Now, does it 
pay the others to keep open ? 
I t certainly 
does, else they would close. 
W e believe that 
it is scarcely necessary for us to demonstrate 
that if it pays other stores, which scarcely 
have more than a customer or so in them be­ 
tween the hours of 7 and 8, th at it would 
pay us, especially when 
our 
stores are 
visited by many people at almost all hours. 
From statistics taken during 1879, we a-cer­ 
tain th at in an ordinary week, when trade 
was quiet, our sales between 7 and 8 o’clock 


l>. M. averaged $100 per night, omitting 
Saturdays, making $500 per w eek; $2,000 
per month ; or $24,000 per year.

space, increased Btock and increased trade, 
and not forgetting to take into consideration 
the busy season, we repeat th at taking all 
these facts into consideration, the result would 
perhaps exceed the amount given to a con­ 
siderable ex ten t; thus showing th at our gas 
bills have no bearing whatever upon this 
subject.

A B oiler E xplosion n t O m aha. 


O m a h a , September 5th.—Shortly before 7 
o'clock this morning, a terrific report startled 
and shook the entire city. 
People who were 
up rushed out doors, and those who were yet 
asleep were awakened. M any supposed from 
the shake that an earthquake bad taken place. 
I t was caused by the explosion of a boiler at 
M etz & Bros.’ brewery. I t is a very lar«e es­ 
tablishment. The whole north brick wall was 
blown to pitees. 
Boiler flues about twelve 
feet long and five inches in diameter were 
blown distances ranging from one to five 
blocks. 
One fine went through the roof of a 
house three blocks away, but injured no 
one. 
Another landed on the roof of a ware­ 
house four blocks away. 
Portions of the 
boiler-casing weighing 200 or 300 pounds 
each were thrown several blocks, narrowly 
missing 
dwelling-houses. 
Several 
small 
bouses in the immediate vicinity were shot 
full of holes by flying bricks. 
The only per­ 
son injured was the night watchman, Fritz 
Grebe, who was buried under the bricks. lie 
had one leg broken and received numerous 
severe wounds and bruises. 
The employes 
had not arrived to work, otherwise they 
would probably have been killed or injured. 
The cause of the explosion is supposed to be 
no water iu the boiler, although this is con­ 
tradicted by the watchman and the foreman.

I decided on doing (so, and com­ 
menced the attack shortly after 9 o’clock yw* 
terday morning. To cover my design, I 
preparations for a direct attack ou L>a ba 
W alli. 
This feint was intrusted to troops of 
the Candahar garrison, under General 1 
rose, who also arranged to occupy my ad­ 
vanced positions of the previous day, and at 
the same time the cavalry brigade under 
Brigadier General Hugh Gough advanced 
upon the left, and without d'ificulty reached 
Argandabi, where the force was we.l placed 
for pursuit should the enemy break cither to ­ 
wards Glunesk or lvakrez. 
1 he attack was 
made by the first and second brigades, under 
Generals McPherson and Baker respectively, 
with the Third Brigade, under General M c­ 
Gregor, in support, the infantry being under 
command of General Rosa. 
An elevated 
village within 1,200 yards of our position was 
strongly held by the enemy, and had first to 
be taken. 
This was done in a most gallant 
manner by the Ninety-second Highlanders 
and the Stcond Ghorkaa, covered by uitiliery.
